SALT LAKE TO LOS ANGELES. 


Alexander Badlam and His Line, 
Which Has Not Been Given a 
Name—Freight Matters and Things 
About the yOuthern Pacific Pas- 
senger Depot.

There are two different railroads pro- 
jected from Salt Lake City to Los Angeles. 
One of them is to be built by Alexander 
Badlam and Isaac Trumbull of San Fran- 
cisco, or at least they are the chief movers 
in the enterprise, and the other by capital- 
ists of Los Angeles and New York. The 
newspapers have persistently tried to give 
the impression that the two are the same 
road, and that one only is to be built, and 
that by the Union Pacific, or under Union 
Pacific patronage, but the roads have noth- 
ing incommon beyond the fact that both 
start at Salt Lake and come here. 

The line projected by the Los Angeles 
men is known as the San Pedro, Los An- 
geles and Utah, the route of which has al- 
ready been published. The Union Pacific 
pane have circulated the story very ex- 

nsively that they were to control this line. 
A reporter saw one of the Los Angeles men 

esterday and asked him as to the truth of 
t. He made an emphaticdenial: Said he: 
“The road is entirely independent from any 
other scheme, and will be built by Los An- 
geles and New York capital. The Union 
Pacific will have nothing whatever to do 
with it, and if they have ever made any 
propositions I have not been advised of 
them, and it 1s very likely that 1 would. 
THINGS ARE GOING VERY WIL 
with us, though there are no new develop- 
ments. We are quietly securing a right of 
way, and when we have secured all that we 
will go ahead with the work. The line is 
sure to bepbuilt, no matter if a dozen others 
touching the same points are projected. 
That doesn’t scare us at all.“ So much for 
the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Utah. 
WILL BE BUILT. 

Mr. Alexander Badlam was interviewed 
a few days ago by a San Francisco reporter 
about his line, which has not yet been given 
a name. He said: 

“Our road will be built unless we are 
headed off by the Union Pacific. Ofcourse 
that company can’t bulid any road itself, 
but it can form a new syndicate which can 
construct the line, and it would always be 
under Union P.cific control. It has a sur- 
vey now from Frisco, Utah, to Barstow, on 
the Atlantic and Pacific. in California. It 
is not doing oe in the way of con- 
struction, but it would no doubt become 
active enough if we began to build our line. 
To be sure, the road we are to build will 
not be through a very fertile country, and 
it will take time to develop local traffic; 
but the through traffic will be very im- 
* I suppose that the Union Pacific 

as mapped out its road so as to be inde- 
pendent of the Central Pacific.” 

“The Los Angeles people are expressing 


ntment at the way your company is 
holding back,” remarked the reporter. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Badlam, they would 
like to have half a dozen new ,ailroads 
without regard to cost, but the expenditure 
of $20,000,000 for the building of such a line 
as ours would be no small thing. But of 
course this country needs more railroads.”’ 

“It has been sta that your enterprise 
is backed by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. How about that?“

“Why, there's nothing in that re he 
declared. The Southern Pacific isn't go- 
ing to build a line to take business away 
from its own road, the Central Pacific. No, 
sir; our company is an independent con- 
cern and has nothing to do with any other 
railroad in the country.” 

So it would seem that Mr. Badlam has 
had some reason to fear the Union Pacific, 
and says they may begin to build if he 
does. That being the case, if the San 

edro, Los Angeles and Utah in to 
build about the same time, the Union Pa- 
cific will feel called upon to go ahead with 
a line between the two, if they cannot get 

ession of either,and by that means 
bring still another line into Los Angeles. 

Today a new schedule goes into effect on 
the Santa Fé, which reduces the time be- 
tween this city and Chicago 10 hours.

The decks were yesterday cleared for 
action in Chicago. The platform was 
read and adopted, the candidates 
placed in nomination and everything

consin,

At the Starting Post. 


The racers are all now at the starting 
post, awaiting the signal to be off. 
Quite a number of promising can- 
didates, whose friends a week ago 
entertained high hopes of their success, 
have fallen to the rear, and the prime 
favorites of today include several whose 
chances last week were considered only 
second-rate... 

Blaine, who by his own choice and 
eclaration is not a candidate, may be 
considered practically out of the field 
as a factor in the balloting, except in 
the improbabie event of a protracted 
deadlock. 

Sherman’s friends at Chicago are 
said to show a confidence of success 
that is manifested by the friends of no 
other candidate there. The vote in the 
convention on Wednesday evening on 
the Virginia contest is considered to be 
a test vote on Sherman’s strength. The 
vote of Ohio was evenly divided, for a 
purpose, but counting the Ohio vote 
entire, the aggregate for Sherman 
would be 269 votes. This, however, is 
at least 30 votes below the number 
which the Ohio Senator will undoubt- 
edly poll on the opening ballot. 
Harrison’s strength has been grow- 
ing remarkably. His friends say that 
they will be absolutely sure of 150 
votes. The Harrison men committed a 
blunder, hawever, in seeking to force 
the Indiana delegation to promise a 
solid vote for Harrison. This disclosed 
the fact that several members of the 
Indiana delegation favor Gresham and 
will vote for him. : 
Gresham’s boom, which went up 
like a rocket, appears to be now coming 
down like a stick. To such an extent 
is this the case, that he is said to be 
no longer regarded as a serious factor 
in the situation. It is, however, too 
early in the race to predict what con- 
tingencies may arise, and those who 
figure on the result without taking 
Gresham into consideration are liable 
to get left. Depew’s is avery diminu- 
tive boom just now. New York is 
said to regret having wasted its 
strength upon the railroad lawyer, 
whose nomination at the head of the 
ticket is now generally conceded to be 
not only ajmost impossible but also un- 
desirable, from the point of view of 
availability. It is not likely that New 
York will give Depew more than two 
or three bai lots. After that, the big 
delegation will probably divide about 
equally between Sherman and Harri- 
son, with some scattering. 

The Alger men have been among the 
most active of workers and are very 
hopeful. They count upon a first ballot 
of 126 votes sure, without figuring at 
all on a number of States.

GRESHAM NAMED. 


Hon. Leonard Swett Nominates th 
Soldier-J urist. 

CHurIcaGco, June 21.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The next State to respond, as the 
roll-call proceeded, was Illinois, Hon. 
Leonard Swett nominating Walter Q.

Considerable significance ap- 
peared to be attached to this incident by the 
convention, and as the Governor and floral 
tribute got to the stand together, there was 
a thunder of applause. ‘The man bearing 
the emblem fouad some difficulty in get- 
ting it placed upon the stage, and while a 
pace was being found for it the Governor 
waited in some embarrassment until the 
uproar-subsided. He evidently had not in- 
terpreted the incident. He then proceeded 
to second the nomination of Senator Sher- 
wan. 

The rst real scene in the convention so 
far was precipitated by the mention of the 
name +f Blaine by Gallinger at the close of 
his speech. Then many delegates sprang 
to their feet and shouted for wearly a 
minute, Flags waved and the demonstra- 
tion became finally really imposing. There 
was no other second to Harrison’s nomina- 
tion, and the secretary proceetied calling the 
roll uf States.

Stanley. 


Surroundel by Hordes of Hostile 
Natives at Last Reports. 


Over One-third ot His Followers Re- 
ported Dead. 1 
Parisian Papers Greatly Fxcited Over the Expul- 
sion of French Journalists from Berlin— 
Emperor William Hepes for Peace 
—Other News from Abroad, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Loxpox, June 21.— [By Cable and 
Associated Press.] —A dispatch from St. 


several deserters from the Stanley expedi- 
tion have reached camp at Yamounga. 
They state that after having traversed 


Aruwuumi, Stanley struck into a 
rough meuntainous country cov- 
ered with dense forests. The 


natives, who were excited by reports spread 
by Atabs, disputed the passage of the ex- 
pedition, and there was continuous fight- 
ing. Stanley was severely wounded by an 
arrow. He was compelled several times to, 
construct camps in order to repel attacks, 
and was obli to use reserve provisions, 
which were intended for Emin Bey. The 
Soudaneze attached to the force had all 
died or disappeared. The deserters inti- 
timate that the caravan lost one-third of its 
men, and they say many of those remain- 
ing were ill, including the Europeans. 
Stanley was encamped when the deserters 
left. He was surrounded by hostiles, 
and was unable to send new 
stores directly to Yam Bungua. Maj. 
Bartellot has returned to Yambungua, 
where he was awaiting men that were col- 
lecting to form a powerful expedition to go 
to the relief of Stanley. Gov. Jansen left 
the Cougoon the i4th inst. on his way to 
Europe to consult in regard to the sending 
of assistance to Stanley. 

Emin Bey, in a letter dated November 2 
1887, said that he. had reeeived no news of 
Stanley.
